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Classification Decision:

SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout entitled 13yesyes.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The computer printout is a black and white hard copy of the JPEG computer image file 
of the same name. The printout consists of a photographic image with a line of text 
above giving the file name, dimensions and type. The image explicitly depicts a man 
and woman engaging in (presumed) vaginal intercourse. The female's face and body 
are the dominant content of the image. She straddles the sitting male. Her lower body 
is fully naked, and her shirt is hitched up to expose her breast. The participants 
appear to be enjoying the engagement, so that the tone of the image is relaxed. 

The classification is because of the explicitly sexual nature of the depiction, which is 
intended for the sexual stimulation of adult viewers. This content and purpose renders 
the publication unsuitable for children and young people. 

The Classification Office considers that the resultant limit on freedom of expression 
affirmed in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 is reasonable and demonstrably 
justified, given the explicitly sexual content of the image and the aim of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 of preventing likely injury to the public 
good. 
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
